but the movements of both were watch-
ed I'losely. Rumors that one or both
might commit suicide had been circu
lated, and there was not a single In-
stant during the nlgfit that they were
not under the close scrutiny of at least
two pairs of oyeo. two old and experi-
enced Jailers having been assigned to
Watch them. v

While the brothers ' were in court
withdrawing their plea ot "not Bullty."
and throwing themselves on tne mercy
of the court their cell was cutefully
searched, and everything removed that
might havo been made an Instrument
of '

All through the silent watches of night;
a coraon or stalwart 'men loungeu out-
side the prison. They had suspicious
bulges In their clothing and every passer-
-by was closely scrutinized.

The men were watchful but not
alarmed. When the sun roso today other
men took their places. They were
sworn deputies assigned by Sheriff Billy
liammell to see that nothing untoward
took place.

Not that there was any fear of troublo.
There Is apparently little bitternessagainst the MeNnrriurns here, but thereare hundreds of men who openly de-
clare the brothers havo betrayed the
caure of labor. The two prisoners for-
merly supported by thcueands of woik-Ingmc- n

and women In every section of
the 'United States tiro being moro se-
verely condemned by tho loyal workers
"Who abhor' violence and murder yet who
"earn their bread by the sweat of their
brow" tha.i they are by the "Interest!)"
against whom tho violence was directed.

Sheriff llummell declared today ho ex-
pects no overt act, but wishes to take
'very precaution.

That thero was politics In the accept-
ance of the McNamaras' pleas of guilty
at this time, Is admitted by both sides
today, but the real "Inside" of the agree-
ment to end the trial Is withheld.

City Heads Glad.
Advocates of tho pesent municipal

administration t,arropenly rejoicing.
They declar'"oho result of the, pleas of
guilty, following the arrest of ' Bert
Franklin, chief InveMlgator for the
McNamara defense, on charge of brib-
ery, and the exhibition by District At-
torney Fredericks of Ji.fooo In bills as
the actual bribe money, will be the de-
feat of Job Harriman. Socialist and
union labor candidate for mayor. The
3Iarr!manites declare the Alexander
forces were "on the run" when this
blow fell on the friends Of labor.

It was admitted Harriman was gain-
ing rapidly and it seemed probably he
would be swept Into the executive
chair at Tuesday's election. With him
tho Socialists expected to elect a So-
cialist council and It was pledged na Jts

Harriman's Claim.
Friends of Harriman say the sensa-

Gompers, Stunned by
Calls McNamaras

"Imposters," "Fanatics"
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.-- For ninety min-

utes samuol Gompers. the man who
called the McNamaras' arrest a "frame- -
up" and denounced Defective William J.
Burns In unmecsured terms, paced the
floor of the station, way-in- g

reporters aside and uttering stem-Ingl- y

wild exclamations to the news-
paper men who inblstcd on keeping at
his elbow.

Hundreds of men and women passing
through tho big station last night "Hop-
ped to gare at Gompers as he waved
his hands in frantic fre-in-nt- ly

uttcrlnc iemarkn that could be
heard manv feet dietunt. One womun
apiJiuuched a uniformed guard nnd
i

"Is that nin crasy?"
When tho ame qiett'on was repeated

to Air. Gompers later ho answered;
"Nearly crav.y. I've Lcen walking up

and down this station for an hour anda half, wondering what I'm going to
do. I haven't anv Idea what to do.
This surprUe is ao alarming and un-
expected that I don't know which way
to turn.

"Think of It'" exclaimed Mr. Gom-
pers, swinging about on his heel with
the attitude of one about to uddrcssan a.dlence. "I did not know of the
McNamaras confession until about five
minutes before tho Lim-
ited Teacr.cd this btatlon.

"What will this mean to organized
labor?"

"It Is a tcrrlblo blow," Mr. Gompers
answered. "But there ure bad and good
in every organization. From what hasnuppeueu. irom wliat Hie JIcNamaras
havo confessed to, they cannot be con-
sidered as the American
Federation of Labor in any way."

"The McNamaras why, they're Im-
posters! They were Imposters when they
became members of the American Fed-
eration of Labor the worst kind of Im-
posters. This lias proved It.

"They must b crasy," he almost

"V laboring men are pa-
triotic and peace loving men, and we
have only a wish to call out tho best
elements In human nature. These two
men, I say,' must have oeen clean
crazy. Theirs ls an act that I condemn
with all the force that is in me."

Earlier In the evening when asked
what effect fthe confession of the

would have on organised
laoor 'tears curio Into Mr. Gomper's
eyes as he remarked:

'This, is not going to do any good.
But I want to repeat that the cause of
labor has been Imposed upon, both by
supposed friends and enemies. Tho men
of labor were led to believe the Mc-
Namara boys were innocent, and they
acted upon that belter. If after It Is
known that we have been Imposed upon
we are denounced and attacked for sup-
porting tho defense of these men, then
let them denounco and attack. Tho
American Federation of Labor ls a law
abiding Institution."

Stands By Interview.
Mr. 'Gompers, In Troy today to at-

tend the meeting of the legislative
commission which ls Investigating
factory conditions, after an all night
ride and a sleep over the news of the
McNamara confosson was not In any
mood to discuss the case further.

"I have nothing to add to my state-
ment of last night," he said. "There
Is nothing more to be said at pres
ent. Perhaps In tho future when I
have familiarized myself with all thw
details of the new turn of events I
will toko up the case."

Mr. Gompers was then shown a copy
or his Interview of last night and
after reading It over he declared "I
will stand by that."

Mr. Gompers will remain In Troy
today and may attend further meet-
ings of the commission which will be
continued in Albany next week.

"There Was No Way Out
Of It," Says Darrow,

McNamaras' Counsel
LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1. "If I had

seen any way out of it wo would not
have dont It," said Clarence S. Dar-
row, chief attorney for the defense,
In speaking of the McNamara plea,
after court.

"We have had It under consideration
since a week ago Monday. I am glad
It Is over with. It has been the great-
est strain of my life.

"The Times building was blown up
by James B. McNamara with nitro-
glycerine, to be sure, but the bomb
touched off the gas and gas really did
It."

"Did you have to wreBtlo hard with
the McNamara brothers to get that
admission?" Mr. Durrow was 'asked.

"Somewhat, but the facts huve beenoverwhelming. Every loophole wasgathered In by the State. As far as
I am concerned, I felt that, sooner
or later, It had to come. Things were
happening in which big people are
interested. The movement was Im-
pelling. They wanted the muttercleared up and feared further blood-
shed unless we obliterated the Inci-
dent from Los Angeles at once.

TIN CAN FIRST CLUE

LEADING BURNS TO

INANIAtlAS 00OR

Detective Reveals' Methods
in Pursuing Participants

n "Dynamite War."

William J. Burns, tho nemesis of the
McNamaras, was' called Into tho ''dy-
namite war," as ho termed tho conflict
which had boon waging for flvo years
between tho American Bridge Company
and tho International Association of
Bridgo and Structurul Iron Workers.
There had been neurly Jlfty dynamite
outrages against "open shop" employes
und no conclusive evidence of a com-
mon origin hud been unearthed. , .

"Wo were called by telegraph to In-

vestigate the dynamiting of some bridge
girders of tho McCllntlp-Marsha- ll Con-
struction Company, which was building
a bridge across tho Illinois river at East
Peoria," said Burns, Just before he left
for Los Angeles to attend tho trial.
"This was on September 4, 1910. NItro
glycerin had evidently been used and
we were fortunute enough to discover J

an unexploded clockwork bomb.
Clues Not Left.

"In many of the explosions that pre-
ceded this ono no vestige or a duo as
lert. This clockwork bomb was a tan-
talizing, mute. Inscrutable witness for
days. Everything used In making It wus
ordinary stock such us uny man might
purchase at any hardware shop. Tho
only promising clue appeared to bo tho
can containing the nitroglycerin. Thoproblem was to And tho tinsmith who
had manufactured the can.

"Here tho newspapers proved of great
aid. On the night of the McCllntlc-Marsha- ll

explosion the shops of the Lu-
cas Bildgo and lion Company had been
blown to ''pieces; six udjacent buildings
were wrecked and the night wutchman
seriously Injured. M. J. Motchard. a
manufacturer, or Portland, Ind., saw
the description or tho cans In the pa-
pers and came to Peoria. He recog-
nized the cans as having come rrom hisractory. This gave us the end ot thestring, and soon we were unraveling the
knot piece by piece.

"Morehard recalled one 'J. W. Mc- -
Grow.' who had purchased 100 gallons or ,

lliviUKiJ'i hi uaicjiniui lur unu 111 &
quarry In Peoria. McGraw had directed
attention to Indianapolis by telling ot a
'G. W. Clark.' or Indianapolis. Our op-
eratives went there and got on the trackor two men, one answering 'McGraw,'
who had been heard talking familiarly
or John J. McNamara, secretary-treasur- er

or the Ironworkers. We shadowed
McNamara night and day.

Watching Rewarded. s

"It was at this point In our Investiga-
tion that the Tthles explosion occurred.
While the Times building was still on
Arc the gardener found a bomb In the
basement of the residence of General
Otis. This bomb was exploded In the
street and the holeC,)n the ground it
made has been boxed! and preserved as
evidence.

"The bomb placed In .the Bli rubbery of
tho home of the secretary of the Mer-
chants and Manufacturers' Association
was preserved Intact. This bomb was
an exact duplicate of the Peoria bomb.

"Back to Indianapolis wo went. Our
watching was soon rewarded. McGraw
nad not been near the Los Angeles job.
Ho pnncd to be Ortlo E. McManlgnl,
who later confessed details ot the con-
spiracy covering tour years. Trailing
McManigal, our men met "J. B. Bryce,'
tho Los Angeles dynamiter. 'Bryce' was
Jim McNamara.

"By April last our case appeared to
be complete. Our men trailed Jim Mc-
Numara und McManigal from Cincin-
nati to Detroit. On this trip each man
carried a bult case full of fulminating
raps, dynamite, alarm clocks, dry bat-
teries, wires, tools, etc. They carried
also a Maxim 'silencer,' so they could
shoot night watchmen without danger.

"Their arrest and the arrest of John
J. McNamara (resulting In the discov-
ery of a complete dynamiting outfit in
his office in indlarapolls) Is a matter of
history.

Cause of Confession.
"What caused these men to conress

today?
"It was the fact of the locating of

Frank Eckhoft. who lived in Cummlns-vilj- e.

a suburb of Cincinnati, who was
nn Intimate friend of J. B. McNamara.
Eckhoft had been the constant com-
panion of McNamara, and McNamara
hud endeavored to get him to explode or
accompany him on occasions when he
went out to dynamite places. J. J.
McNamara, after the Times explosion,
sent Eckhoft to Nebraska. One strong
thing aguinst tho McNamaras, ls that
EckhofT corroborated McManigal In all
his Important statements, though he did
not himself know McManigal.

"The State has Dave caplan and
Schmidt, otherwise known as "Schmlt-ty,- "

and has had them for some time.
The evidence all the way through has
been overwhelming. The defense under-
took to prove alibis, but found It was
up against a stone wall. It was met on
all sides with such overwhelming evi-
dence that It was compelled to aban-
don tho case."

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petective's Wit Caused Arrests of McNamaras and Mc-Manig-

al,

Although He Had But One Faint
1 'ClueinCase.

Few detective stories are more thrill-
ing .than that, surrounding the strange
case of the McNumara brothers, dyna-
miters, who, on October 1, 1910, accord-
ing to their sencaitonol confession, blew
up the Los Angeles Times building and
snuffed out twenty-on- e lives.

There was but one clue to the perpe-
trators of the crime that shocked Cali-
fornia and horrified the entire nation.
Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, owner and.
editor of the paper, was a pronounced
foo of organized labor In Los Angeles.
The dynamite theory In the case was
strengthened a few days later when a
clockwork bomb was found in the home
of General oils.

The efTect of the explosion at the
newspaper office was frightful. Walls
collapsed, floors were splintered, and
flames aroso from the lower floor to
the upper stories. With hundreds of
members of families of the men cm-ploy-

In the building, and thousands of
spectators crowding the fire lines, the
charred bodies of the men, some of them
uurnea oeyona recognition, were taKen,
unu uy uiiu, iiuiu mo uus lur itveivo
hours.

Burns Summoned.
Tne mayor or Lou Angeles Knew of

the work of William J. Burns In con-
victing San Francisco grafters and of
his record In other notable cases, 'and
uummnned him.

FEDERAL PROBE IN

DYNAMITING CASES

WILL BE CONTINUED

Investigation at Indianapolis
May Reach Other Labor

Leaders.

INDIANAPOLIS. Ind.. Dec. S.-- "The

United States Investigation Into the
dynamiting charges Involving John J.
and James B. McNamara will be con-
tinued Just us ir the men had not plead-
ed guilty at Los Angeles."

This was the statement today ot
United States District Attorney Charles
W. Miller, when asked what effect the
guilty pleas would have on the Govern-
ment's action.

"The Investigation or the Government
covers a much wider range than the
cases In Los Angeleit." continued Miller.

Further, the district attorney would
not commit himself regarding his probe.

The belief Is general, however, that
more Indictments are likely to be re-
turned. It ls believed the United
States authorities have evidence from
the books and documents of the Inter-
national Association of Bridge and
Structural Iron Workers and other evi-
dence which Indicates that other persons
may be Involved In the wholesale dyna-mltlng- s.

The United States grand Jury probing
the dvnamltlnsrs will reconvene Decem
ber II. and, the dynamiting cases will I

ue maae a special oraer.
Governor Marshall was greatly re-

lieved today by the confession of the
McNamaras. Ills friends hailed the
confessions as a vindication of the gov-
ernor's attitude in deportation of John
J. McNamara.

"I have the consciousness that I didmy full duty with respect to the law,
and without regard to any efTect that It

)

might have on myself," said the gov-
ernor.

The case stands as one of the great-
est In the career of Burns. The-me- n

But the one fainttrace they had left of their comings
and golngB, was the small steamyacht in which they had brought thedynamite from Giant, Cal., to thescene of their crime. They even hadrepainted this yacht and given It an-
other name before they left It. ButBurns located it, and on descriptions
of tho three men who had used itJust before the Times building hadbeen blown up. traced the three

murderers.Organized labor declined to awaitthe results of tho trial and Presi-dent Samuel Gompers declared themen victims of a conspiracy.
